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College  To  Mark  Fiftieth  Anniversary 
By  Honoring  Past  and  Looking  to  Future 


Pine  Manor,  founded  in  1911,  plans 
during  its  fiftieth  year,  1961,  to  bow 
to  the  past  and  look  to  the  future  in  four 
major  events. 

With  an  eye  to  the  past,  the  Founder’s 
Day  celebration  on  April  16  and  17 
will  honor  the  college’s  founder,  the 
late  Helen  Temple  Cooke,  and  the 
many  dedicated  men  and  women  who 
have  contributed  to  Pine  Manor’s  first 
half  century  of  growth.  Alumnae  re- 
unions will  be  held  at  this  time  rather 
than  in  June,  and  former  members  of 
the  faculty  and  administration  will  be 
guests  for  the  occasion. 

Pointing  toward  the  future  will  be  a 
symposium  February  7 on  “ The  Chal- 
lenge of  New  Perspectives,"  related  to 
the  over-all  anniversary  theme  of  “The 
Mind  as  an  Adventurer:  Creativity  in 
the  Liberal  Arts."  At  this  event,  planned 
primarily  for  the  college  community, 
three  speakers  will  discuss  the  arts,  na- 
tural sciences,  and  social  sciences. 

Edward  Weeks,  Commencement  Speaker 

The  Class  of  1961  will  look  ahead  at 
the  college’s  fiftieth  commencement  pine 
12,  at  which  Edward  Weeks,  editor  of 
the  Atlantic,  will  be  the  speaker. 

Finally,  a convocation  to  open  the 
new  half-century  will  take  place  Octo- 


ber 12.  Parents  and  representatives  of 
other  educational  institutions,  as  well 
as  alumnae  and  friends  of  the  college, 
will  be  invited  to  attend  this  important 
event.  Detailed  plans  for  the  convoca- 
ion  will  be  announced  later. 

Referring  to  the  anniversary  theme, 
President  Frederick  C.  Ferry,  Jr.,  said 
recently,  “ 1 he  heavy  emphasis  on  the 
role  of  creativity  in  the  liberal  arts 
throughout  this  anniversary  year  in 
classrooms  as  well  as  in  formal  events 
will,  we  hope,  strengthen  the  college’s 
traditional  concern  for  a vital  and  imag- 
inative approach  to  a genuinely  liberal 
education.”

Symposium  on  New  Perspectives 
Will  Feature  New  England  Scholars 


An  all-day  symposium  on  "The Chal- 
lenge of  New  Perspectives”  in  three 
major  fields  of  the  liberal  arts  will 
formally  open  Pine  Manor’s  fiftieth  an- 
niversary celebration  February  7.  Two 
of  the  speakers  will  be  Dr.  I lenri  Peyre, 
Sterling  Professor  of  French  at  Yale 
University,  the  arts;  and  Dr.  Lawrence 
Fuchs,  dean  of  faculty  at  Brandeis  Uni- 
versity, the  social  sciences.  A third 
speaker,  in  the  field  of  science,  will  be 
announced  shortlv.

At  the  morning  session  one  of  the 
speakers  will  give  a talk  on  his  field,  fol- 
lowed by  the  other  two  in  the  afternoon. 
The  program  will  conclude  with  a panel 
discussion  in  which  all  three  speakers 
will  participate. 

No  classes  will  be  held  at  Pine  Manor 
on  that  day  so  that  students  and  faculty 
may  attend  the  symposium.  Also  invited 


to  this  event  will  be  student  delegates 
from  nearby  colleges,  who  will  lunch 
on  campus;  local  alumnae;  friends  of  the 
college;  and  residents  of  Wellesley  and 
neighboring  communities. 

Department  Head  at  Yale 

Prof.  Peyre,  who  is  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Romance  Languages  at 
Yale,  also  serves  as  director  of  graduate 
studies  in  French. 

A native  of  Paris,  he  was  educated  at 
the  Ecole  Normale  Supericure  and  at 
the  University  of  Paris,  from  which  he 
holds  a Docteur  des  Lettres.  Me  has  also 
been  awarded  honorary  degrees  by  Bard 
College  and  Rutgers  University. 

Prof.  Pevre’s  professional  experience 
has  been  quite  cosmopolitan.  Besides 
Yale,  institutions  at  which  he  has  taught 
include  Bryn  Mawr  College,  the  Egyp- 
tian University  in  Cairo,  the  Universitv 
of  Lyons  in  France,  and  the  University 
of  Buenos  Aires. 

A noted  authority  on  European  liter- 
ature, he  has  written  many  books  and 
articles  on  both  contemporary  and  his- 
torical writers.  In  a New  York  Times 
review  of  his  book,  Writers  and  Critics, 
Prof.  Peyre  was  praised  by  Howard 
Mumford  Jones  as  “The  author  who  has 
read  everybody  and  everything.” 

Prof.  Pe  vre  is  currently  president  of 
the  Modern  Language  Association.  In 
recognition  of  his  distinguished  career 
the  French  Government  in  1955  con- 


ferred upon  him  the  rank  of  Officer  in 
the  French  Legion  of  Honor. 


Former  Department  of  Politics  Head 

Before  his  appointment  as  dean  of 
faculty,  Dr.  Fuchs  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Department  of  Politics  at  Brandeis 
and  as  the  first  director  of  the  Brandeis 
University  Summer  School. 

A graduate  of  New  York  University, 
he  received  his  doctorate  from  I harvard. 
In  1958-59  he  was  awarded  a senior 
grant  in  American  governmental  proc- 
esses by  the  Social  Science  Research 
Council. 

Known  among  scholars  primarily  for 
his  work  on  ethnic  and  religious  factors 
in  American  politics,  Dr.  Fuchs  has  con- 
tributed articles  to  a number  of  periodi- 
cals. One  of  his  books  'The  Political 
Behavior  of  American  Jews,  was  pub- 
lished in  1956;  and  another,  a social  and 
political  historv  of  Hawaii,  will  appear 
in  1961. 

Dr.  Fuchs  takes  an  active  role  in  local, 
state,  and  national  affairs.  Fie  has  testi- 
fied before  the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Subcommittee  on  Disarmament  and  has 
served  as  national  secretary  of  the 
United  World  Federalists.  He  is  also 
a member  of  the  advisory  boards  of  sev- 
eral other  social  action  groups  and  has 
served  as  a regular  news  commentator 
for  radio  and  educational  television.
